Pakistan Commander 
Calls For Cease-Fire

The Pakistani commander in 


East Pakistan has appealed lo 
the Indian army chief of staff 
for a cease-fire, the government 
in New Delhi announced today. 
India ordered a halt to the 
bombing of Dacca and gave the 
Pakistanis 16 hours lo sur- 


render. 


Gen. Sam Manekshaw, the 


Indian chief of staff, replied 
that he would order a cease-fire 
as soon as the Pakistanis con- 
firmed their surrender, an In- 
dian spokesman said. The ap- 
peal was from LI. Gen. A.A.K. 
Niazi, who previously had vow-

Indian (roops also were re- 


ported within four miles of 
Chittagong, East Pakistan's 
largest port. Its harbor area 
was hit Tuesday by an air and 
sea bombardment. 


Manekshaw warned that "if 


you do not comply with what I 
have stated you will leave me 
with no other alternative but to 
resume my offesnive with the 
utmost vigor at 0900 Dec. 16." 


This is 10:30 p.m., EST, to- 


day. 


Manekshaw told Niazl he had 


ordered the bombing pause at 
Dacca as a "token of my good 
faith." 


The Indian government did , 


not release the contents of 
Niazi's message, but it said that 
it would be obvious 
from 


Mnnekshaw's reply (hat the 
Pakistani general had asked for 


a cease-fire, without 
com- 


mitting himself to a surrender. 


The Indian army chief Ihen 


made clear a surrender would 
be required before India would 
agree to a cease-fire. 


"I give you my solemn assur- 


ance that personnel who sur- 
render shall be treated with 
dignity and respect that soldiers 
are entitled to and I will abide 
by the provisions of the Geneva 
conventions."

"Further, as you have many 


wounded, I shall insure that 
Ihey are well cared for and your 
dead given proper burial. 


"No one need have any fear 


for their safety, no matter 
where they come from. Nor 
shall there by any reprisal by 
forces operating under my 
command."

U.S. Trade 
Likely To 
Be Improved 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 


ident Nixon has agreed to de- 
value the dollar for the lirst 
time since 1934, a move that 
could bring a speedy settlement 
lo the simmering international 
monetary crisis, perhaps before 
Christmas. 


The agreement, 
reached 


Tuesday in a nine-hour meeting 
with French President Georges 
Pompidou 
in 
the 
Azores, 


stripped away a major obstacle 
to settlement of worldwide 
monetary disruptions. 


No percentage devaluation 


was mentioned in the Nixon- 
Pompidou communique, nor 
was the method of devaluation. 
But a high administration offi- 
cial said an 8-per-cent deval- 
uation was "about the highest 
figure mentioned" and 
was 


"very much in the ballpark." 


Should devaluation be accom- 


• plished by congressional action 


raising the price of gold, an 8- 
per-cent change would result in 
a gold price of $37.80 an ounce. 


The official price of gold has 


held at $35 an ounce since the 
United States slopped redeem- 
ing paper money for gold in 
1934. 


In simple terms, devaluation 


would make U.S. products more 
competitive in foreign markets 
and imported products more 
expensive in Iho United States. 


Treasury Secretary John B. 


Connally said in an NBC inter- 
view Tuesday night: "I don't 
think the average American 
will ever really be conscious of 
it .... The average American 
probably will not know it," 


The formal Communique was 


released as finance ministers 
and central bankers of the 10 
richest non-Communist nations 
prepared (o gather in Washing- 
ton Friday and Saturday to dis- 
cuss solving worldwide mone- 
tary disorders. 


High-level U.S. officials in- 


dicated that firm agreement on 
currency revaluation will result 
in dropping the 10-per-cenl sur- 
charge the United Slates levied 
on imports Aug. 15. 


Connally said the Nixon-Pom- 


pidou session represented a 
"very significant step for- 
ward," adding it could contrib- 
ute greatly lo early solution of 
monetary problems.

Welfare Bill Action 
Encjs Bickering Year 
In State Legislature 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The 


Michigan Legislature lurched 
toward Christmas adjournment 
loday, closing out a year of 
nearly unbroken partisan bick- 
ering with final action on a five- 
months-old welfare bill. 


Last minute agreement on a 


compromise subsidy, priced at 
$519.12 million, lent an aura of 
yuletide harmony more hedging 
that heartfelt; lawmakers con- 
tinued wrangling to the end over 
a host of other issues. 


The Senate put off until today 


final action on (he record wel- 
fare bill—fully one quarter of n 
slalc spending budget expected 
lo reach $2.07 billion. The House 
passed it Tuesday after brief 
debate. 


Also before the upper house 


were eleventh hour House revi- 
sions of a Senate bill (o make 
some reforms of state billboard 
restrictions. Behind the move lo 
ban or at least curb billboards 
sprawled along principal high- 
ways is possible1 loss of federal 
funds totaling some $ir> million. 


The new regulations are re- 


quired by the Federal Highway 
Beautification Act. 


The House, meanwhile, faced 


aelion loday on a Democratic 
plan lo redraw the state's 10 
congressional districts. 


The plan, expected to be 


pushed to a vote in the House, 
was drafted to protect all seven 
Michigan Democratic Repre- 
sentatives while forcing several 
of the 11 GOP congressmen to 
run against each other. 


That would pave the way for 


some state Senate support of the 
bid, since a number of leg- 
islators there harbor ambitions 
(o move to Washington. 


The House also faced a vote 


today on the controversial tran- 
sit lax package, after daylong 
maneuvering and backroom 
dealing over the two bills Tues- 
day. 


The package basically pro- 


poses a 2-cents-per-galton in-

Societies were 


formed in the late 19th century to 
honor American ornithologist John

sidered a Ne'er-do-well in his time 
because he preferred 
watching and 


drawing birds to more lucrative forms 
of employment. Encouraged by Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt, the society 
was a major factor in persuading 32 
state legislatures to enact model 'bird 
protection laws by 1905. 


Unfortunately, both state and feder- 


al laws have been honored more in the 
breach than the observance. There 
.were 50-species^of birds on the Interior 
Department's l.i s t of "endangered" . 
forms of wild life in 1970, compared to 
46 in 1969 and' 36 in 1967. Some 600 
species live in North America. While 
no firm count on a total number of 
birds is available, one authority be- 
lieves there may be six billion in the 
United States. 


three of the principal ways by 


which man destroys 
bird 
life 
are 


hunting, use of pesticides and 
the 


destruction of bird habitats through 
draining and filling 
soft fresh water 


marshes. 


The Audubon's annual bird count 


performs an 
important 
function 
in 


keeping track of just what is happen- 
ing with the nation's bird population. 
Without it, no one would really know 
what is happening. And there would be 
no evidence to support the legislation 
and enforcement required to preserve 
bird species.

• 'Tain't what we 
don't 
know 
that 


hurts us so much," said 19th-century 
humorist, Artemus Ward. "It's what 
w.e know that ain't so." 
^The words were never more apt than 
in this day 
when we toss 
around 


figures in the millions and 
billions, 


whether dollars, populations 
or dis- 


•tances to planets; as if we knew what 
we were talking about. Like Hitler's 
"big lie," the bigger the statistic we 
use, the more likely that people will 
believe it. 


Tell someone that highways are 


paving over the country at the rate of 
one million acres a year, as the Sierra 
Club tells us, and he'll not dispute you. 
After all, it's obvious; we see it going 
on all around us. We "know" it's true. 


The fact is most road building in the 


past half-century has been in improve- 
ments to existing roads, not building 
new ones. 


In 
1916, 
the 
United 
States 
had 


nearly 3 million miles of roads and 


i streets. Today, while population 
has 


; doubled 
and 
the 
number 
of motor 


vehicles has increased 30-fold, 
road 


mileage has increased less than one- 
fourth to a total of 3.7 million miles. 


Even, at the high rate of building 


since the Interstate system began in 
1959, 120 square miles a year, it would 
take 25,000 years to pave over the 
country. 


Another often heard example is the 


claim 
that 
750,000 
Americans 
have 


been killed by firearms since the turn 
of the century. 


This wholly unsubstantiated statistic 


seems to have originated in the mind 
of the author of an antigun book, and a 
lot of well meaning people have taken 
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Nobody 
knows how many people 


have been killed by firearms since even 
as recently as 1960 because the FBI 
did not begin, compiling data until 
1961. Only very limited and incomplete 
figures 
exist for the years back to 


1910, 
and they do not always dis- 


tinguish between handguns and long 
guns, between deaths due to firearms 
and 
deaths 
due 
to 
explosives 
or 


between homicides and accidents. 


Somewhat 
smaller, 
but 
still 
im- 


pressive, is 
the statistic of 700,000 


children 
allegedly 
injured 
by 
toys 


every year. This oft-repeated charge 
originated in a staff report of the 
National Commission on Product Safe- 
ty in June, 1970. 


The figure is a sheer projection, that 


is, a guesstimate, based on an assump- 
tion that toys cause 3.5 per cent of all 
household accidents. 


No one really knows the number of 


accidents connected with toys, 
both 


because no one has ever .counted them 
and because it is not always easy to 
attribute the cause of an accident. 


If a child carrying a toy falls down a 


flight of steps and is injured by the 
toy, did- the toy really cause the 
injury? 


There definitely are dangerous toys, 


and government and responsible manu- 
facturers are trying to eliminate them. 
But nothing is 
helped 
by 
throwing 


around alarming and meaningless fig- 
ures. 


A different kind of statistic is the' 


one that is true enough as far as it 
goes, but some people go too far with' 
it, for instance, the lamentable fact 
that the United States ranks some- 
thing like ISth among industrial na- 
tions in infant mortality, behind such 
national as Sweden, Norway, Finland 
and Switzerland. 


Can 
the United States, with 200 


million people, with its large minority 
groups, its big 'cities and vast farm- 
lands, Its slums, its Appalachia, its 
diverse climate, be compared with a 
country like Swilxcrland? 


But it is, if a statistic is needed lo 


prove a point or grind an ax. 


No, 'tain't what we know that hurts 


us so much. It's what we know that 
just ain't so.

Recall Insurance

NEW YORK (AP) — Did you 


ever wontjer who pays the ex- • 
penses of recalling a product 
found to be faulty? If you have, 
you've probably assumed it was 
an insurance company, but the 
chances are it wasn't. 


Large, financially strong 


companies so far have chosen to 
rely on self-insurance. Many 
smaller companies are badly 
.exposed, with neither the insur- 
ance or the capability of sur- 
viving a recall. 


Such companies are facing 


growing risks and maybe even 
bankruptcy as their products 
encounter government and cus- 
tomer vigilance against items 
considered to be health or safe- 
ty hazards. 


The Federal Food and Drug 


Administration alone ordered 
the recall of more than 1,400 
products last year, up more 
than 500 from a year earlier. 
The list Included M5 foods, 927 
druga, 90 devices, and 44 cos- 
metics. 


Despite this, only a tiny per- 


centage of companies have 
bothered to buy recall insur- 
ance. In the entire wjntry it is 
estimated that rjnly a tout 200 
companies have such coverage, 
despite its availability since 
1966. 


Industry officials claim the 


unpopularity of the insurance 
can't be traced to any reluc- 
tance to publicize on their part, 
hut a random check of several 
companies revealed consider- 
able Ignorance of such policies. 


Some manufacturers appar- 


ently believe their standard lia- 
bility policies offer protection 
which they do not. Such policies 
protect against claims of Injury 
or damage but do not provide 
coverage for recalls. 


Recall insurance pays the 


cost of notifying dislributors 
and consumers to discontinue 
using a product as well as the 
actual withdrawal cost. 


Also included are costs of sta- 


tionery, postage, telephone and 
telegraph, advertisements, em- 
ploye overtime and outside 
hired help and the costs of un- 
usual disposal problems, such 
as might be involved in dis- 
posing of aerosol can. 


To qualify for the Insurance, 


which IB available to practically 
any manufacturer, a company 
usually is required to present a 
plan of withdrawal, according 
to tho Insurance Information 
Institute. 


Some of the Information re- 


quired of (hose seeking product 
recall Insurance Includes the 
situations In which tho product 
becomes'a component of anoth- 
er product, the distribution area 
and the names of vendors who 
might repackage 'the product 
under another name. 


Some insurers also stipulate 


that a withdrawal l« covered 
only If the product has the po- 
tential to Injure or sicken per- 
sons or damage property, 


Typically, a policy requires 


that the insured pay at least the 
first $1,000 in costs and then, 
participate to some extent—10 
per cent or 20 per cent—in ex- 
penses above that figure. 


It means, for example,' that 


the insurer's liability is limited 
to $399,200 if an insured has 
coverage with a $1,000 deduc- 
tible and a 20 per cent partici- 
pation clause on a lass of 
$500,000.

Because of the scanty ex- 


perience with the insurance, 
rates so far are not standard- 
ized but depend heavily on the 
assessment of the individual 
applicants. •

da to the contrary, it is 
precisely in technological de- 
velopment and (lie acciimuln- 
tion of expansion or venture 
capital that the Soviet system 
1ms failed. And it gives prom- 
ise of failing in the future 
unless there is outside help. 


Without discounting M o s- 


cow's concern over China, it is 
nevertheless thii. desperate 
need for capital to sustain 
lagging industrial and agricul- 
tural progress that may drive 
Moscow toward some sort of 
accomodatlon with the United 
States. It may be enough of. an 
accommodation to get Presi- 
dent Nixon to relax U. S. 
controls over some types of 
highly technical exports and 
,iover American investments or 
credits in such semi-strategic 
fields as computers. 
..But this is . not all 
the 


••'Russians'- need.- It..is. a- much 
larger prpblem for -them-, to 
obtain the, capital 'required 
to build modern plants,' exploit 
.natural resources and to im- 
prove farming and stock rais- 
ing to match the gains of the 
United States, Japan and West 
Germany. 


There is reason to believe 


the Russians are becoming 
convinced they are not able to 
mak'e these advances Internal- 
ly. They are losing decisively 
in the economic race. The 
curves o f - a few years back 
which showed the Soviet Union 


•over-taking the United States 
before Ihc end of IhlB century 
were accomplished through s 
simplistic uso of mathematical 
projections. 


The Russians for several 


years have analyzed Japan's 
technological revolution. They 
have noted that 
Japaneso 


progress, In some measure, 
hns come through large-scale 
importation of new processes. 
The Japanese then, at little 
expense, 
modify 
these 
im- 


ported research 
results and 


translate them into equipment 
suited to their Industry. 


It Is' perhaps a tenth as 


costly, to buy the results of 
research and development as 
it.Is to go through the lengthy 
laboratory and field work in 
your own country. The Japan- 
ese, thus, at a cost of tens of 
millions of d o l l a r s have 
bought the results of hundreds 
of millions worth of U. S. 
research. This the Russians 
now want to do. But U. S. 
export restrictions are a hind- 
rance. 


The Russians, by a careful 


study of American technical 
magazines, by the purchase of 
.patent descriptions and by an 
extensive system of .Industrial 
'espionage' directed- at' U. ;S:. 
•companies ,ui Britain,, France, 
Belgium and 'West'Germany^ 
have been able to make 
considerable progress in gain- 
ing 
the required 
technical 


information. They add to this 
knowledge the expertise of 
Russian scientists. 
But the 


bureaucratic grip of the Soviet 
Communist system has been 
so cumbersome that the Rus- 
sians lag farther and farther 
behind the United States in 
most applied technology.

servatives tried to 'get Sen. 
Henry Jackson to run not only in 
the Democratic primaries but 
in the GOP primaries against 
President Nixon. 


The Senator wasn't interest- 


ed. In fact, the whole incident 
has 
a 
distinct 
quality of 


fantasy about it. 


A representative of the right 


wing group, led by twelve men 
clustered around the weekly 
National Review, approached 
Jackson because of his stereo- 
typed image as a conserva- 
tive. The group either didn't 
care, or didn't know, that the 
Senator actually has a lifetime 
rating by Americans for Dem- 
ocratic Action (ADA) of 83.4, 
which is only four points less 
than the rating of Sen. George 
McGovern. 


Ben Wallenberg, a Jackson 


adviser, 
told the 
conserva- 


tives' agent that the only thing 
his candidate had In common 
with them was a firm belief in 
a strong military policy. Fur- 
thermore, Wallenberg added, 
their support would hurt Jack- 
son rather than help him. 


The conservative group has 


been casting about for an 
alternative to President Nixon 
since It dramatically "sus- 
pended" support of him follow- 
ing the overtures to China. 
The trouble is that there 
aren't mony conservatives 
with nationally known names, 
let alone many willing to take 
on (he powerful President of 
their party. Nixdn long ago 
made his peace, for Instance, 
with such right-wing leaders 
nn Sen. Bnrry Goldwator, Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, and Sen. John 
Tower. 


In addition to Jackson, tho 


dissident* sounded out GOP 
Hep. Philip Crane of llllnoiii, 
who was elected two years ago 
lo the Boot vocatod by DonnM 
HumBfold when ho became 
Peace Corps director. Crane 
snld no. Finally, they settled 
on GOP Itep, John Anhbrook 
of Ohio, who has nrguod with 
tho Administration over Chi- 
na, welfare reform, and the 
economy. Rep. Aahbrook al- 
lowed his name (o b« floated 
to tent public reaction while 
ho flirted wllli the Idea. 


It is not clear how 
Ihfl 


fonsorvatlyos — dubbed "The 


Manhattan 12" by Rep. Ash- 
brook—figured they could pro- 
d u c e substantial right-wing 
GOP votes for Sen. Jackson. 
It is perfectly legal In some 
states, particularly New York, 
to run the name on more than 
one party line. A write-in 
campaign is also possible, 
such as that by which Henry 
Cabot Lodge won the .New 
Hampshire primary In 1964. 


It, is not really 
credible, 


hiwevcr, that massive num- 
Ibers'of right-wing Republicans 
who thought Richard Nixon 
was too liberal would find Sen. 
Jackson more acceptable. In 
the first place, at least two 
other Democratic candidates 
are 
far more 
conservative 


t h a n Jackson—Los Angeles 
Mayor Sam Yorty and Alaba- 
ma Gov. George Wallace. In 
the second place, once he 
begins 
campaigning, ' S e n . 


Jnckson has 
to move 
his 


Image somewhat to the left to 
edge in on those Democratic 
rivals perceived as more lib- 
eral than he is. And thirdly, 
there there is no question but 
that Sen. Jackson Is consider- 
ably more liberal than Presi- > 
dent Nixon on everything but 
military preparedness, a sub- 
ject on which they see' nearly 
eye to eye. 


How much clout the con- 


servatives will 
bo able to 


muster against President Nix- 
on Is open to debate. Theoret- 
ically, a threat from the right 
could bo more dangerous to 
the President In a parly that 
Is essentially conservative - 
oriented them a throat from 
the loft, such as that posed by 
Rep. Paul McCloskey. There 
Is little evidence that vail 
numbers of Republicans are 
unhappy with their chief nor 
that mom of them even care 
what happeni (o Taiwan.
